GORDON CAPTURED, 


Account From Native Soarces of the Re 
treat of General Gordon ard the Remnant 
of His Forces From Khartoum and the 
Final Capture of Gorden at Shendy—The. 
Intrepid Englishman Turnea Over to Ki 
Mahdi. 

-  OAaRIOo, November 2. 
A telegram from Pongola to the Khedivs 


received yesterday, gives details of 


| the story of Gordon’s capture, told by a 


shiekh, who left Shendy October 7th, 
Seven weeks ago, Khartoum being gsur- 
rounded by a strong force of rebels, and 
the feeling of 
discontent and insubordination which had 
for some time existed among the garrison 
manifested itself in open opposition 
This 
feeling was shared alike by officera 
and men, and many of tbe former wha 
had become convinced that further pro- 
longation of resistance of the siege was 
useless, waited upon General Gordon, 
told him of the mutinous disposition of a 
great part of the garrison, and asked 
where the promised relief for the expedi- 
tion was and when it might he 
expected tos come to their aid. Re- 
ceiving no. satisfactory reply, they 
then accused Gordon of deception, of 
holding out false hopes thathe might 
achieve greater glory in the barely pos- 
sible event of holding Khartoum until as- 
sistance should arrive, and declared that 
the temper of the garrison was such that 
a full and satisfactory explanation must 
be made or trouble-would ensue. Gordon 
replied that the British expedition for re- 
lief was already at Dongola, and making 
all possible speed toward: Khartoum. The 
officers then asked Gordon to lead them 
northward to meet it. 

Gordon agreed’ to do so, and orderea 
Colonel Stewart to procure boats for the 
purpose. This Colonel Stewart set out 
to do, but before he had completed his 
preparations 8,000 of th garrison de- 
serted to the rebels, leaving only 2,000 
faithful to General Gordon The neces- 
sity fora speedy departure was now ap- 
parent, and with his remaining followers 
General Gordon embarked and pro- 
ceeded down the Nile toward Shen- 
dy. The first féw houre of the voy- 
age were uneventful, but as the boats 
proceeded down the river they were be- 
set by the rebels, who thro'iged the banks 
and threw spears.and arrov's at the flee- 
ing party, wounding many of_the occu- 
pants of the boats, some of them serious- 
ly. By some rapid means #f communica- 
tion the rebels were able t» call from the 
mountains thousands of natives, who 
awaited upon the banks further down the 
river the approach of the boats. Many of 
them were armed with rifles which they 
used with deadly effect upon the retreat- 
ing garrison. 

While passing Shendy, th2*rebels in pos- 
session of that town op2ned a heavy 
artillery fire upon the beats, disabling 
several of them, and forcinz them so near 
the opposite bank they were grounded. 
The remaining boats, which succeéded in 
passing, kept on down the river, but were 
so frequently and savagely attacked from 
the banks, that General Gordon decided 
to return rather than expose his com- 
mand to certain death hy proceeding. 
The boats, with the exception of the one 


commanded by Colonel Stewart, 
which was far in advance 
of the _ others, were accordingly 


headed toward Shendy, and proceeded up 
the river. Arriving at Shendy, they were 
again attacked and compelled to surren- 
der. The occupants of the boats which 
had grounded had already heen captured 
and taken on shore. The officers and 
men are still prisoners at fshen:ty, but on 
October 6th General Gordoa was placed 
In charge of a strong gusrd, and con- 
veyed to the headquarters of El Mahdi. 
Colonel Stewart’s boat is kuowr to have’ 
passed Berber, but beyond this nothing 
definite can be learned of tt.

port they saw Colonels Stewart, Tower 
and Herbin on board a steamer wrecked 
some days ago at Wady Garra. The 
same men report that Gordon’s steamers 
had brought 400,000 bushels of grain from 
Senaar.

TROUBLE IN CHURCH. 


Interestingly Belligerent Proceedings Is 
the Effort of a New Jersey Colored Baptist 
Congregation to Get Rid of Their Aged 
Pastor—Muscular Christianity In the Pul. 
pit. 

NEWARK, N. J., Novembar 3, 

There has been trouble in the Betha 
ny Baptist Church, colored, of Newark, 

between the pastor, Rev. Jackson and the 
church officers. Three months ago the 
white Baptists dppointed a committee tc 
investigate the troubles in the congrega 
tion, the result of which was the resigna- 
tion of the pastor to take effect October 
*28th, upon condition that his salary be 
paid at that time. 

Last Sunday the pastor preached morn: 
ing and evening with the understanding it 
was his farewell, but when the salary 
amounting to $56 was tendered him the 
following day he refused to accept it, de 
claring that there was due to him, in addi 
tion, $44 which he had disbursed out ol 
his own pocket for repairs for the church 
The claim was denied, and payment re- 
fused. Rey. Jackson then said he would 
preach yesterday as usual and until thie 
amount was paid, but to prevent him the 
church officers stationed a 

POLICEMAN AT THE PULPIT 
previous to the morning services. Rev. 

Jackson, with four sympathizers, ap- 

peared in the church where the officers 

were assembled; he was told that he 
would not be permitted to preach, and 
that another pastor, named Bailey, had 
been engaged, and would speak morning 
and evening. Jackson warned the new 
minister not to ascend the pulpit, and 
then proceeded to the First Precinct Po- 
lice Station with his partisans, followed 
by the church officers, but Lieutenant 

Finnegan declined to interfere, and ad- 

vised the officers to lock up the church. 

The whole party then left the station 
and proceeded back to the church, where 
Jackson succeeded by ruse in entering, 
and he and his partisans took p-pssession 
of the pulpit. Several hundrd of the 
congregation were present and there was 
much excitement, though the policeman 
did not interfere. Trustee Allen, one of 
the church party, ascended the pulpit and 
endeavored to eject Jackson, when one of 
the latter’s adherents attempted to inter- 
fere and was 

THROWN VIOLENTLY OVER THE SEATS 
in front and all the occupants of the pul- 
pit then engaged in the melee. Jackson 
struck with his clinched fist at Trustee 
Allen and the latter was also struck by 
Henry Gye, one of the pastor’s friends, 
and a scene of great excitement ensued. 
The people crowded the aisles, and sev- 
eral women in sympathy with Jackson 
were active in asserting his cause, one of 
them wielding a heavy cane and striking 
several blows with it. Jackson, who ie 
seventy years old, still stuck to the pulpit, 
_— asked that a way be made clear for 

im. 

Nearly all the congregation were be- 
coming involved when J. L. Coles, a white 
Baptist who lives.in the vicinity, entered 
the church and endeavored to separate 
the combatants, and after some difficulty 
he succeeded in inducing Jackson to leave 
the church with him. No services were 
held, and the doors were locked. Henry 
Gye, who struck Allen, was held for trial. 
The services last night were conducted by 
the new pastor, Rev. Bailey, who made no 
allusion to the trouble ,in the morning, 
and nothing unusual occurred.

NOT CONFIRMED. 


The Reported Fall of Khartoum and Cap- 
ture of General Gordon Unconfirmed and 
the Story Discredited in British Official 
Quarters. 





Lonpbow, November 3. 
The 7%: °sconsiders the news from Cairo 
to the Morning News to the effect that 
Khartoum had fallen into the hands of 


the rebels and Gordon was taken 
prisoner, as extremely doubtful. 
This view, it thinks, is especially 


reasonable in the absence of advices on 
the subject from Woolseley. The Times 
traces the report to the Bosphore Egypti- 
an, “a dubious French organ, which 
may have given a Europeanized version 
to Arab rumors which recently gained 
some currency in Cairo.” ; 

Earl Granville, Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, assured the Press Asso- 
ciation to-day that the Government had 
received no confirmation of the news. 
Up to noon to-day nothing had been re- 
ceived at the Government offices in 
regard thereto. A dispatch to- 
day from Dongola to Reuter’s Telegram 
Company makes no mention of the report- 
ed fall of Khartoum. It says, however, 
that the Mahdi, at the last accounts, was 
collecting his forces around Khartoum and 
had summoned General Gordon to surren- 
der. The troops of the Mahdi intercepted 
two messengers dispatched bythe British 


‘to Khartoum. Same dispatch declared that 


a large force of the rebels was at Berber, 
and that the rebels had possession of the 
wells on the caravan route between 
Debbeh and Khartoum. After the crops 
are harvested the Mahdi’s forces will be 
largely increased. 

THE RUMOR DENIED. 

2:30 Pp. M.—The rumor that the Khedive 
had sent a telegram to the Government 
announcing the fall of Khartoum and the 
capture of General Gordon, has been 
authoritatively denied, and the denial 
published. 

Lord Hartington, Minister for War, 
stated yesterday that the Government had 
no information of General Gordon’s being 
captured. 

The surmise of the Times that the re 
port of the fall of Khartoum originated in 
an unreliable newspaper at Constantino- 
ple is proved to be correct. 

4 MESSAGE FROM GORDON. 
CaRIO, November 3% 

A courier arrived at Handak with a mes- 
sage from Gordon to Englishmen, who 
may attempt to reach Khartoum in dis- 
guise. They are warned that such an 
undertaking will be almost impossible, 
as according to Gordon’s information, the 
rebels. are in complete possession be- 
tween Debbeh and Khartoum.

Alaska’s Wealth of Ice. 





Governor Kinkead, in a letter to the 
Silver State, says: Yesterday we ‘‘did”’ 
Glacier Bay, and of all the magnificent 
sights that the eye of man ever looked 
upon I think it the chief. The sur- 
roundings are grand beyond any de- 
scription, and must be seen to be even 
2 prone eg appreciated. Our good 
ship steered within 100 yards of the 
foot of Muir Glacier, the front about 
three miles in extent and spreading 
back in fan-shape for miles. If you 
could fill the Humboldt Valley from 
bluff to bluff for a distance of about 
twenty miles with ice 500 to 1,000 feet 
deep, you might form some idea of this 
great work of nature. The foot of the 

lacier is about 500 feet high; a wall of 
ice, it overhangs the water, two to 
four fathoms deep, constantly breaking 
off with thundering sounds. The bay 
is full of fields of floating ice, large 
and small, some:acres in extent. The 
top of the glacier, or field ice, is cor- 
rugated into every imaginable kind of 
pinnacled and castellated formation. 
I give it up! No words can portray the 
magnificence and grandeur of this 
one glacier—and there are many of 
them. I was reminded of Tennyson: 
Glacier to the right of us, glacier to the 
left of us, glacier in front of us, etc. 
The background was the Fairweather 
group of mountains, clad apparently to 
their base with eternal and unbroken 
snow, Mount Fairweather proper ris- 
ing to the height of nearly 16,000 feet, 
and this on a bright, sunshiny day, very 
little, if any, colder than the same time 
in Nevada. 
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A Salt Road-Bed. 








There is a vast bed of rock salt in the 
Colorado Desert, near Idaho; and the 
Southern Pacific Railroad in laying the 
track to the salt mine have been obliged 
to grade the road for 1,200 feet with 
blocks of these beautiful lumps of salt 
crystals. This is the first instance of a 
railroad road-bed being !aid and bal- 
lasted on salt, of which we have any 
knowledge. The sea that once rolled 
over this place dried up, and left a vast 
bed of salt about fifty miles in length. 
The quality is superb, and supply in- 
exhaustible. Grasshoppers of enor- 
mous size and giant centipedes have 
heen pickled in this chloride of sodium, 
and are to-day, after the lapse of cen- 
turies, in full size and perfection of 
shape. This vast salt-bed will be valu- 
able to the reducers of ore in California, 
Arizona and New Mexico, and can be 
supplied in boundless  quantities.—- 
Cheyenne Cor.
